A DILIGENT and impartial enquiry after truth, is that te 
which the philosophic and speculative part of mankind have made 
great pretensions in every age; though history and experience 
have sufficiently proved, that they have often disquieted them: 
selves in vain, catching at the shadow, they have missed the sub- 
stance, and professing themselves wise, they became fools. 


Not that this can be ascribed to any defects in the means af- 
forded in order to this enquiry, but to a wilful neglect and _inat- 
tention to those means. Our ignorance is our faults, not our 
misfortune. ‘Light is come into the world, but men love dark- 
ness rather than light.” The Sacred Oracles of God, those uns 
erring dictates of divine inspiration, are ‘ profitable for doctrine, 
for correction, for instruction ia righteousness.” The sun of 


righteousness has long since arisen upon our favoured hemisphere, 
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though the pride and prejudice of many of its inhabitants are ex- 
erting their every nerve to keep him under a total and perpetual 
eclipse. But TrurH is great, and will prevail ; nor will the 
darkest gloom of interposing clouds ever be able to conceal its 


superior lustre. 


The most eminent gift of God, next to the unspeakable gift of 
his Son, is that of divine truth. The knowledge of himself, and 
of his mind and will, is that without whicha darkness worse than 
Egyptian, must have for ever overspread our little globe. We 
might have continued strangers to every other science, without 
any injury to our essential happiness ; but misery and ignorance of 
God are as inseparable as substance and shadow. And herein con- 
sist the glory and excellency of the Scriptures, that in discovering 
to mankind the knowledge of the true God, they discover, at the 
same time, what the light of nature in vain sought after,the chief 
good of man. So indissolubly united are truth and happiness ! 


For this reason, when the Divine Wisdom tabernacled upon 
earth, the short but invaluable precept he gave his disciples, was 
«¢ Search the Scriptures ;” for “ this is life eternal, to know the 
only true God, and Jesus Christ whom he hath sent ;” and they 
are they which testify of both. To adopt the sentiment of a fine 
writer upon this subject, “ They have God for their author,—sal- 
vation for their end, and—truth, without any mixture of error, 


for their matter.” 


How much is it to be lamented that a pearl of such inestima- 
ble value should be in so little estimation ; and that, among those 
who think it worth their notice, so many should consecrate the 
strength of their abilities to lessen its value! The case is, truth, 
like the sun, can only be seen by its own light. So long as man- 
kind will follow the ignis fatuus of their own brain, there is no 
evidence they will not oppose, no absurdity they will net advance. 
Hence it is that the advocates for unassisted reason are so irration- 
al as to disbelieve a Trinity in Unity, because they cannot com- 
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prehend it; while they acknowledge the self-existence of the 
Deity, which, to human reason, must be equally incomprehensi+ 
ble. “ To the law, therefore, and to the testimony ; for if they 
speak not according to this rule, it is because there is no light in 
them.” Right reason consists in aa entire submission to Divine 
Revelation 3 and the Prophet’s appeal will have equal force in 
every age, “ they have rejected the word of the Lord, and what 


wisdom is in them!”

We have, indeed, been told, that the contention for truth is 
needless and superfluous ; that principles are of little import ; and 
that practice is all in all: For, 

“‘ For modes of faith let zealous bigots fight, 


He can’t be wrong whose life is in the right.” 
oS 


This doctrine may very well suit the worshipers of Jehovah, 
Jove, or Lord ;” those who attribute equal honours to the true 
God, Jupiter, a Chinese Pagod, or an Egyptian Apis: but may we 
not say to such people, “ Ye worship ye know not what?” Is 


not this erecting an altar to the unrnown God, whom they igno- 
> b ] 


rantly worship ? Whereas, true religion is to worship the true 


God, from the true knowledge of him. 


Hence the great importance of divine truth; to confirm and 
establish which, when he, who was God with Ged became man 
with men, and stood arraigned before the bar of Pilate; we hear 
him making this remarkable declaration, “ To thisend was I born, 
and for this cause came I into the world, that I might bear wit- 
ness to the truth.” If it were a matter of consequence for the 
Son of God to be manifested in the flesh, to bear witness to the 
truth, how ignorant, not to say impious, must it be to drop a 
single expression either to lessen its worth, or to diminish its im- 
portance ! 


“ God,” say the sacred Scriptures, “ created man in his own 
image.” This image, we are told, consisted in knowledge, righte- 
nusness, and true holiness ; sothat, as a fine writer has observed, 
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the original righteousness of Adam consisted in his knowing 
things for what they were and in treating them as being what 
they were. The right impressions which TRUTH made upon his 
understanding, caused him to value things truly, that is, accord- 
ing to their real excellence. All things then had their proper 
place in his esteem; and, therefore, that same rank which God 
holds in his universe, that same rank the knowledge of God held 
in the mind of man ; consequently it was the ruling, predominant 
idea and principle to which all other ideas, thoughts, and disposi- 
tions were subordinate, for every thought was as dependent on 
that, as every other thing was on its Creator, God was then 
known and esteemed as the first and final cause of all things ; 
their great author, and their last end. 


And this is the grand design of the Scriptures and of Divine 
Truth revealed therein. Wherever it is really discerned in its 
beauty and glory; this is its blessed effect, and that in every heart, 
where it has taken up its abode. Divine Trrutk does not rest in 
bare speculation ; it is its peculiar distinguishing, and essential 
property, to be felt as well as known. It is of am assimulating na- 
ture ; when the light of the knowledge of the God of truth, and 
of the truth of God, shines into the soul, the soul is changed into 
the same image, from glory to glory, by the Spirit of God; so 
that as thereis no divine love in the heart where there is not di- 
vine truth in the understanding ; so divine truth in the under- 
standing can never be separated from divine love in the heart. 
Let TRUTH sit like a pilot, at the helm, and all the powers and 
faculties of the soul will follow its directions: thus grief will la- 
ment the absence, fear will apprehend the loss, desire will pur- 
sue, and joy will triumph in the possession of what truth pronoun- 
ces the highest object of esteem and love. First, “ whatsoever 
things are true,” says an inspired writer, then, * whatsoever 
things are lovely.” So far is divine truth from giving any sanction 
to those who think all practical religion to be absorbed in ortho- 
doxy of opinion, and would raise the Creed upon the ruins of the 
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Commandments, that the necessity of thinking rightly is chiefly 


derived from the necessity of acting rightly.* 


Think then, O reader, of the vast importance, as well as of the 
inestimable value of divine truth. Let thy desires ascend in 
ceaseless prayers to Him wie alone can lead thee into all truth, 
Let thine heart be for ever addressing itself to the Father of lights, 
in language like this :— What I know not,teach thou me. Open 
thou mine eyes, that [ may behold the wondrous things of thy 


law: that I may see and feel the truth as it is in Jesus; and know 


Jesus to be the way, the truth, and the life, to the present peace, 
and to the eternal happiness of my immortal soul.” Amen, and 


Amen.

THE WISDOM OF PROVIDENCE WITH RESPECT TO OUR 
WELL-BEING IN THE PRESENT WORLD. 


THE ProviDENCE of Gop, with respect to our civil calling, 
may be displayed in the following particulars : 


1. Indirecting you to a ealling in your youth, and not suffer- 
mg you to live an idle, useless, and sinful life, as many do, who 
are but burdens to the earth, the wens of the body politic, serving 
only to disfigure and drain it, to eat what others earn. He that 
lives idly cannot live honestly, as is plainly enough intimated, 
1 Thess. iv. 11. But when Gop puts men into a lawful calling, 
wherein the labour of their hands or heads is sufficient for them, 
itis a very valuable mercy, for thereby they eat their own bread, 
2 Thess. iii 12: Many destructive temptations are happily pre- 
vented ; and they are ordinarily furnished} by it for works of 
mercy to others; and surely “ it is more biessed to give than to 
receive.” 

* This should be well observed. We say not that faith and speculative 
knowledge ave all. The God of truth dees not say,so, b«t the contrary— If 


ye know these things happy are ye, ifye po them.” ‘* if ye love me /eep my 
Commandments.” not my doctrines onty. 4 
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2 In ordering you to such employments in the world, as are 
not only lawful in themselves, but most suitable to you. Many 
persons are emploved in sinful trades, merely to furnish other 
men’s lusts. They do not only sin in their employments, but their 
very employments are sinful: They trade for hell, and are factors 
for the devil. Demetrius and the craftsmen at Ephesus got their 
estates by making shrines for Diana, (Acts xix. 24,) i. e. little 
cases or boxes with folding leaves, within which the image of 


that idol sat enshrined; these were carried about by the people 


in procession, in honour of their idol. And at this day, how many 
wioked arts and employments are invented, (and multitudes of 
persons maintained by them) merely to gratify the pride, folly, 


and wantonness of a debauched age ? 
Now, to have an honest, lawful employmert, wherein you do . 


not dishonour GoD in benefiting yourselves, is no small mercy. 
But if it be, not only lawful in itself, but suited to your genius and 
strength, there is a double mercy in it. Some poor creatures are 
engaged in ca!lings that eat up their time and strength, and make 
their lives very uncomfortable : They haye not only spending 
and wasting employments in the world, but such as allow them 
little or no time for their general calling : and yet all this doth 
but keep them and theirs alive. Therefore, if Gop has fitted 
you with an honest employment, wherein you have less toil than 
others, and more time for heavenly exercises, ascribe this benefit 


to the special care of Providence for you. 


3. In setting you in such an employment and calling in the 
world, .as possibly, neither yourselves nor parents could ever ex- 
pect you should arrive to. There are among us such persons as, 
on this account, are signally obliged to divine Providence. Gop 
hath put them into such a way as neither they nor their parents 
ever projected. A child is now designed for this, then for that, 
but at last settles in the employment which Providence designed 
him for. How strangely are things wheeled about by providence ! 
Not what we, or our parents, but what Gop designed should take 
place. Amos was very meanly employed at first, but GoD design; 
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ed him for a more honourable calling, Amos vii. 14. David fol- 
lowed the ewes, and likely never raised his thoughts tu higher 
things in the days of his youth; but GoD made him the royal 
shepherd of a better flock, Ps. Ixxviii. 70. Peter and Andrew 
were employed as fishermen, but Christ called them to be fishers 
of men. Pareus, when he was 14 years old, was placed with an 
apothecary ; but Providence fitted him for the ministry, wherein 
he became a fruitful and eminent instrument to the church. James 
Andreas was, by reason of his father’s inability to keep him at 
school, designed for a carpenter ; but was afterwards, by the per- 


suasion of friends, and assistance of the church’s stock, sent to 


Stugard, and thence to the University, and so arrived at a very 


eminent station of service in the church. A master builder, 
Oecolampadius, was, by his father, designed for a merchant; but 
his mother, by earnest entreaties, prevailed to keep him at school ; 
and this man was a blessed instrument in the reformation of re- 


ligion. How many such instances have we seen in our day. 


4. In securing your estates from ruin. Hast thou not made 
an hedge about him, and all that he hath?” Job i. 10. This is 
the inclosure of Providence, which secures to us what by its 


favour we acquire in the way of honest industry. 


5. In making your calling sufficient for you. It was the prayer 
of Moses for the tribes of Judah, “ Let his hands be sufficient for 
him,” Deut. xxxii. 7. and it is no smal mercy if yours be’ so to 
you. Some there be that have work, but not strength to go through 
with it: Others have strength, but no employment for it: Some 
have hands and work for them, but it is not sufficient for them 
and theirs. If God bless your labours, so as to give you and yours 
necessary support and comfort in the world by.at, it isa choice 
Providence, and with all thankfulness to be acknowledged, 


fany who fear God shall complain, “ That although they have a 
** calling, yet it is an hard, laborious one, which takes up too 
** much of their time, which they would gladly employ in other 
** and better work.” I answer, 
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1. It is likely the Wisdom of Providence foresaw this to be the 
most suitable employment for you ; and if you had more rest, you 
might have more temptations than now you have. The strength 
and time which is now taken up in your daily labours, whereir 
you serve God, might otherwise have been spent upo. such lusts 
wherein you might have served the devil. 


2. Hereby it may be that your health is the better preserved, 
and natural refreshments made the sweeter to you. “ The sleep 
of a labouring man is sweet to him, whether he eat little or 
much: But the abundance of the rich will not suffer him to sleep,” 
Eccles. v. 12. 


3. And as to the service of GoD; if your heart be spiritual 
you May enjoy much communion with him in your employment, ' 
and have some intervals and respites for that purpose:—Have you 
not more spare hours than you employ to that end? 


« But (you say) all my labour will scarcely suffice to procure 
*¢ me and mine the necessaries of life. [am kept low to whaf 
“¢ others are; and this is a sad affliction.” I answer, though the 
wisdom of Providence hath ordered you a lower condition than 
others, yet consider how many there be that are lower than you 
in the world ; you have but little in the world, yet there are 
others who have less: Read the description of those persons, Job 
xxx. 4. &c. If Gop hath given you but a small portion of the 
world, yet if you are godly, he hath promised never to -forsake 


you; Heb. xiii. 5. Providence hath ordered that condition for you 


which is really best for your eternal good. If you had more of the 
world than you have, your head and heart might not be able to 
manage it to your advantage. A smail! boat must have but a nar- 
row sail. You have not wanted hitherto the necessaries of life, 
and are commanded, “ having food and raiment, to be therewith 
content.” “ A little that a righteous man hath, is better than the 
riches of many wicked.” Psal. xxxvii. 16; better in the acquisi- 
tion, sweeter in the fruition, and more comfortable in the account. 
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Well then, if Providence hath so disposed of you that you can 
eat your own bread, and so advantageously directed some of you 
to employment that affords not only necessaries for yourselves 
and families, but an overplus for works of mercy to others, and 
all this brought about for you in a way you didnot project, let GoD 
be owned and honoured in this providence. Will you not hence- 
forth call him, “ My Father, the guide of my youth ?” (Jer. iii. 
4.) Surely it was the Lord that guided you to settle as you did 
in the days of your youth: You reap at this day, and may to your 
last day, the-fruits of those early Providences in your youth. 


Now see that you walk answerably to the obligations of Provi- 
dence in this particular ; and see to it in the fear of GoD, that 
you abuse not any of those things to his dishonour, which he hath 
wrought for your comfort. To prevent which! will here drop a 
few needful cautions. 


1. Be not siouthful in your vocation, It is said that Augustus 


built an Apragapolis, i. e. acity void of business; but I am sure 
GoD never erected any city, town, or family, to that end. The 
command to Adam, Gen. iii. 19, no doubt, reaches to all his pos- 
terity: And gospel-commands second it upon Christians, Rom. 
xii, 11. If you be negligent you cannot be innocent. 


2. Be not so intent upon your particular callings, as to make 
them ipterfere with your general calling. Beware that you lose 
not your GOD inthe hurry of earthly business. Mind that solemn 
warning, “ But they that will be nich, fall into temptation, and 
a snare, and into many foolish and hurtful lusts, which drown 
men in destruction and perdition,” 1 Tim, ‘vi. 9. The inhabitants 
of Enoc, a dry island near Athens, bestowed much labour to draw 
in a river to water it, and make it fruitful ; but when the sluices 
were opened, the waters flowed so abundantly that it overflowed 
the island, and drowned the inhabitants. The application is obvi- 


ous. It was an excellent saying of Seneca, “I do not give, but 
lend myself to business.” 
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3. Remember always that the success of your earthly employ- 
ment is by the Divine blessing, not human diligence alone. * Thou 
shalt remember the Lord thy Gop; for it is he that giveth thee 
power to get wealth,” Deut. viii. 18. The devil himself was so 
far orthodox, as to acknowledge it: Hast thou not made an 
hedge about him, and about his house, and about all that he hath 
on every side? Thou hast blessed the work of his hands,” &c. 
Job i. 10, Recommend therefore your affairs to Gop by prayer : 
*€ Delight thyself in the Lord, and he shall give thee the desires 
of thine heart, Commit thy way unto the Lord ; trust also in him, 
and he shall bring it to pass,” Ps. xxxvii. 4, 5. and touch not 
that which you cannot recommend to God by prayer for a blessing. 


4. Be well satisfied in that station and employment in which 
Providence hath placed you, and do not so much as wish yourself 
in any other. Let every man abide in the same calling wherein 
he was called,” 1 Cor. vii. 20. Providence is wiser than you, and 
you may be confident hath suited all things better to your eterna} 
good, than you could do, had you been left to your own choice.

To night perhaps he 
is buoying himself with hopes of obtaining the object of his pursuit, 
and accounts the moments tedious till the destined period arrives}; 
but probably his baseless projects may dissolve in air, and his fan- 
cied happiness delude his hopes. If this prove the case, a sullen 
countenance, a restless mind, and an angry behaviour, will appear 
to all his attendants, till the cups of luxury may have washed 
away the frantic humour, and the professor of impicty inspired 
him with fresh hopes. “ To morrow,’ says the deluded wretch, 
“| shall assuredly possess the object of my desires, I shall embrace 
the charmer of my soul. My veins, methinks, swell at the ap- 
proaching bliss, and my youthful blood skips with unusual vigour, 
Ye lingring moments lash on your rolling speed, and ye gentle 
gales waft me to the desired port.” Unhappy mortal! the period 
no sooner arrives, but his rising hopes are suddenly dashed to 
pieces, and the conceited substance, proves a real shadow, that 
flies with the greater velocity for being pursued. And thus it fares 
with those who are seekers of pleasure, more than seekers of 
Gop.

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ANECDOTE OF VOLNEY. 








ABOUT seven years ago, the noted VoLNEY, Author of “ The 
Rise and Fall of Empires,” &c. &c. was on a tour through North 
America, avowedly for the purpose of making Natural and Phi- 
losophical Discoveries. In the prosecution of this design he took 
his passage, along with about twenty other different passengers, 
ina schooner from one part to another of the extensive Lake 
Ontario. He was very: communicative, and did not let slip any 
opportunity of ridiculing the Christian Religion. On the whole, 
he behaved in a very profane manner, which was particularly 
imitated by the man who acted as cook on board the vessel. In 
the course of the voyage a tremendous storm came on, during 
which the schooner struck upon a rock or some hard ground, at 
two or three hundred fathoms from an inaccessible shore. The 
vessel continuing to beat violently, they every moment expected 
she would go to pieces, in which case their destruction would have 
been inevitable. In this awful situation the vain Philosopher, 
literally lost all his powers of reason. One moment he was quite 
frantic, and raged like a madman ; another, in wild consternation, 
he looked into some of Voltaire’s works, which he generally carri- 
ed in his bosom ;_ then despair took’ hold on him, and he uttered 
the most incoherent expressions, and offered a very incredible sum 
of money to the Captain, to prevail on him to attempt what was 
utterly impossible, viz. to put him ashore in a small boat. In all 
nis misery he had a companion in the cook, who lashed himself 
to the foremost, and there, in the greatest agony of despair, 
attered the most horrid imprecations, Among the other passengers 
were two sisters, French Canadian Ladies, Roman Catholics, who, 
on being informed of their imminent danger, kneeled down in the 
cabin, in apparent silent prayer, for about ten minutes, then rose, 
spoke a few words in the French language and embraced each 
other, and then sat down, to all appearance, calmly resigned as 
to what might be the event. This ultimately was considered as 
miraculous. The vessel held together in that situation for above. 
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two hours, when the wind shifted about, and they providentiaily 
got off and safely arrived, | think, the next day, at the place of 
their destination. After the storm, Volney shewed himself not less 
weak, in requesting several of the passengers not to mention his 


behaviour on that awful occasion.
